Halifax Fire Death 
Toll Set at 34 
by Police 


HALIPAX, N. S., March 3 (UP). 
—Freezing weather, which turned 
the water-soaked ruins of the fire- 
destroyed Queens Hotel into ice, 
interrupted the search for bodies 
today as authorities started inves- 
tigations of the city’s worst disas- 
ter in 20 years. 

Firemen and others had re- 
covered eight bodies before their 
search was halted. Authorities offi- 
cially estimated the death toll at 
34, indicating that 55 persons prev- 
jously reported missing had been 
accounted for. Twenty-eight of the 
87 guests and 30 employes in the 
50-year-old wooden hotel when fire 
broke out early yesterday were in 
the hospital with burns or frac- 
tures suffered when they jumped 
from windows. 

Searchers planned to resume 
their work as soon as the icy ruins 
became sufficiently thawed out. 
Meanwhile reports of inceniarism 
and inefficiency in fighting the fire 
persisted.

measure... . It is a harmful, un- 
democratic measure opening the 
floodgates of oppressive legislation 
against religious, racial, labor and 
other minority groups.”

® The world-wide interest in the election of 
a new Pope goes far beyond the confines of 

the three hundred million Catholics through- 
out the world. 

The reason for this is obviously to be 
found in the fact that mankind, as well as 
the Catholic Church, faces the brutal menace 
of a monster—Fascism, armed to the teeth, 
Waging war.

The “bitter sadness” with which 
Pope Pius XI castigated the terrorism of 
5 Mussolini against the Catholic youth of Italy 
speaks the indictment of Fascist barbarism. 

No one should make the mistake of think- 
ing that the pro-Nazi activities of Father 
Coughlin—the anti-Semitism which he gets 
directly from Nazi sources— represent the 
majority of the Catholic people. An attack 
on the disguised fascism of Coughlin is not 
by any stretch of the imagination an attack 
on the Catholics; on the contrary, it is neces- 
sary for Americans to unmask the fascist 
aims of a Coughlin in order to d@fend Cath- 
olics from the slander that Catholicism is to- 
day the “inevitable” ally of reaction. 

In the defense of mankind against this 
horrible menace, the fate of the Church lies 
with the victory over Fascism. The deepest 
feelings of the Catholic masses are a witness 
of this.

Anderson's concert from their Constitution 
x Hall for April 9th, they in effect spat upon 
a the 13th, 14th and 15th Amendments to the 
4 Constitution. This was immediately recog- 
1 nized by Miss Anderson who hailed Mrs. 
_ Roosevelt's protest - resignation from the 
D.A.R. as an example of “the true meaning 
of democracy.” 

In the fact that so distinguished a Negro- 
American as Miss Anderson is so treated, one 
has a pretty good idea of the vicious oppres- 
sion and brutal indignities heaped upon the 
masses of Negro people. 

The reactionary wrong done to Miss An- 
derson, the individual and eminent artist, is 
a wrong done to the entire Negro people, and 
thus to American democracy.

But Harrison's blast against the New Deal 
is not his own idea. On February 28, Harri- 
son had a meeting with Garner, Senators 
Glass and Byrd, and Speaker Bankhead. Here 
they worked out a program which calls for 
revision downward of the Social Security 
Act, a crippling of the SEC, repeal of the 
undistributed profits tax, a halt to govern- 
ment regulation of monopoly, weak as this 
is, and similar bonuses to Big Business. 

Harrison's discussion of the national debt 
is therefore only a smokescreen for this 
much wider attack on the vital legislation 
which the American people need for their 
protection. 

The enemy within the New Deal gates is 
just as dangerous as the Hoover gang out- 
side. In fact, they are working together as 


much as possible.

Endangering 
The Right to Strike 


„ It is evident that the open-shoppers are 
trying to use the decision of the Supreme 
Court majority in the Fansteel case, for a 
new attack upon the labor movement. 

This is seen, for one thing, in the eager- 
ness with which they have used the decision 
to justify their campaign against the Wag- 
ner Labor Act. 

At the same time, they have started a 
series of dismissals of strikers in New Jersey, 
claiming that the Supreme Court decision 
gives them that right (although, as the 
United Mine Workers Union points out, the 
cases do not even resemble the Fansteel strike 
at all). It is a direct challenge to the right 
to strike when strikers can be penalized with 


the loss of their jobs. * 
But the employers should not be too 
cocky. 


When the Court nullified the NRA back 
in 1935, the open-shoppers then too inter- 
preted the decision as a signal to attack the 
workers. But they got the surprise of their 
life. Their attack was answered by a new 
militancy on the part of the unions. The 
result was the smashing victory of President 
Roosevelt in 1936 and the strike wave during 
the following year which led to the establish- 
ment, for the first time in American history, 
of powerful unions in the basic industries. 

The employers are sadly mistaken if they 
think they are going to have any better luck 
this time. Their fierce offensive will actually 
be an incentive to the greater unity of the 
labor movement and to a united defense of 
the Wagner Act and the New Deal. 

The fired workers in Jersey should have 
the support of all unions—A. F, of L. and 
CIO alike—for the future of all trade union- 
ism is at stake here. 


Fixing the Heart 


„ “Who knoweth the ways of the heart?“ 

This is how a poet puts it. But, it doesn’t 
apply to the surgeons who are learning more 
and more about the ways of the heart, at 
least, so far as the heart is a physiological 
mechanism. 

For example, a remarkable case has just 
been reported in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association in which the heart 
of a seven-and-a-half-year-old girl was cut 
open and fixed in such a way as to save her 
from an early death. 

In an unborn child, the blood from the 
heart and the blood from the lungs mixes at 
a certain point where an opening between 
the artery from the heart and the artery of 
the lung remains open. After birth, this 
opening closes in normal children. Nature 
performs this change so that blood which has 
not been aired in the lungs does not get into 
the general circulation. Up to now, if a 
child was born with this opening unclosed, 
the child died early. 

But the latest report is that two Boston 
doctors, Robert E. Gross and John P. Hub- 
bard, succeeded in getting ‘to the girl’s 
heart and closing the unnatur opening, sav- 
ing the child’s life. 

It is such unsung miracles of scientific 
skill which guarantee that no tyranny will 
he able to stifle the march of science and the 
protection of human life.

which he crossed the country by 
airplane, made friends with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and spoke the high- 
est praise for the “just, legitimate 
and well ordered liberty” he had 
found here. 

Among the expressions of ap- 
proval at his election, were those of 
Protestant and Jewish churchmen 
and humanitarians, who regarded

If there was one Cardinal more than any 
other out of the 62 whom the fascist die- 
tators did not want chosen as Pope, he was 
Cardinal Pacelli, the present Pius XII. 


This fact both Hitler and Mussolini are 


. striving to conceal from their people now. The Nazis, 


adopting a watch-and-walt policy, are looking for 
means of making the most out of the new Pope's 
election. Mussolini and other officials of the Italian 
fascist regime are seeking to convey the impression 
that they are elated with the new Pontiff. 

Mussolini is compelled to appear most enthusiastic 
because the overwhelming majority of the Italian peo- 
ple are Catholics. Besides, they dread war, toward 
which Italian fascism is plunging them, and they look 
to the Vatican, especially the new Pope's emphatis 
plea for peace, to be a factor against the holocaust 
that Italian fascism is threatening. 

The reactionary press here is now not slighting the 
fact that Hitler’s personal organ, Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter, inveighed against the election of Cardinal 
Pacelli to the Pontificate. The New York Times corre- 
spondent in Berlin, Guido Enderis, reported when 
Pacelli was elected: “The Nazi press had voiced bitter 
hostility at the choice of Pacelli.” 


But the press here seems to forget that Mussolini 
had been even more insistent in his bullying threats 
to the Conclave of Cardinals not to clect Cardinal 
Pacelli, or any one like him, to the Papacy. 

On Feb. 14 the personal organ of Mussolini's son- 
in-law and minister of foreign affairs, Count Galeazzo 
Ciano (“Telegrapho” of Leghorn), “rejected Cardinal 
Pacelli, secretary of state of the Vatican, whe it said 
was a noted diplomat.” (N. Y. Post, Feb. 15.) 

It was evident from this article that both Hitler 
and Mussolini had jointly used whatever pressure they 
could command against the election cf Pacelli. Musso- 
lini, in fact, had named two other cardinals, either 
of whom he would desire elected as Pope.

If Pope Pius XI lived through the most difficult 
period of the Catholic Church's history, Pius XII will 
be confronted with even more terrible attacks of fas- 
cism against the Catholic Church. 


The London News Chronicle, voicing British demo- 
cratic sentiment, and almost unanimous opinion in 
France, said that the elevation of Cardinal Pacelli to 
the Pontificate was “of great political significance 
and very heartening to the democratic world.” 

Whatever the signs, this remains to be seen. 


The first declaration of the new Pope was hopeful 
and can form the basis for a stronger stand against 
the Jew-baiting and Catholic-hating fascist dictator- 
ships. 

For the United States, the election of the new 
Pope has special significance. As Cardinal, Pope Pius 
drew the Vatican closer to American Catholics and this 
democracy generally. 

He came to this country when the American people 
(Catholics included) overwhelnfingly rejected the bid 
of reaction and gave the New Deal a thundering 
popular mandate. At that time, Father Coughlin was 
pouring his vile poison against President Roosevelt and 
everything progressive in this country. Cardinal 
Pacelli, it is said, assured President Roosevelt that the 
fascist priest, Coughlin, did not utter an iota of genu- 
ine Catholic opinion in his fascist ravings. 

Since then, Father Couchlin’s radio harangues have 
grown less and less distinguishable from Goebbel’s 
diatribes. 

Will the new Pope, in accordance with the wishes 
of the immense majority of American Catholics, again 
bring his influence to bear against the anti-Jewish 
and anti-Catholic fascist incitations of Father Cough- 
lin? 


It is clear that the speedy election of Pope Pius XII, 
and the flat rejection of the fascist dictators’ de- 
mands, was a reflection of the Church’s realization of 
the great danger it faces from growing fascist attacks 
in Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy. 

An Italian Cardinal was elected Pope, but clearly 
that had been done with the assistance of all of the 
foreign cadinals (more of whom were present than 
ever in the history of the Vatican) to abide by a long 
tradition of the Church, but at the same time to try 
to select a man whose Italian nationality would not 
bind the Church's fate to the persecutions and war 
desperation of fascism. 

Both Hitler and Mussolini have shown, when con- 
fronted with such a situation in the Vatican, they try 
by the most cunning methods to come to terms with 
the Holy See, only to tear up any such treaties at the 
earliest moment. : 

The democratic peoples of the world, together with 
the oppressed Catholics in the fascist dictatorships, 
look hopefully to Pope Pius XII as a force for peace, 
good-will, human brotherhood and tolerance. 

By meeting these expectations Pope Pius can be- 
come the greatest of Popes. But this can be achieved 
only by the most implacable resistance to fascist bar- 
barism and its monstrous plots for plunging all hu- 
manity into war.
